that the loan will be available 
when actually it will not be pos 
sible to obtain one. 

At the present time these 
shortcomings in the scheme are 
being pointed out to the gov- 
ernmental authorities with the 
suggestion that the regulations 
be broadened. But to date the 
government has not shown any 


intention of extending the use 


of the loan,
